3. Our Lord paffes from this Generation to the 
General Refurrection at the Great Audit of the 
World ; paffes to it by way of Inference from the 
- other. From whence we Learn, that they were 
both of the fame Nature, tho’ not of 
Extent. 

The Reafon, why our Lord is thoughr to {peak 
of a Spiritual Refurrection, is deducible from 
hence ; namely, becaufe he lays, The esme » come- 
ing and now 4. But this only fhews, thar he does 
not mean the General RefurreCtion, Bat if there 
were another Literal Refurrection, befide the Ge- 
-neral one, of which he might {peak ; and if that 
other Refurrection fo early Succeeded our Lord’s 
Prediction, as that he might juftly fay, The Hour 
% Coming, and now #% ; Then the forefaid Objection 
is of no manner of Avail. And fuch a Relurrecti- 
on was that, which accompanied our Saviour's 
Refarrection, when the Bodies of the Saints arofe, 
and appear'd unto many.
